Louisville, March ll,—The attempt! 
of the Louisville Street Railway com j 
pany to run cars with non-union men I

successful. While no violence was re j 
ported there were numerous demon­ 
strations. 
The company usually runs 
600 carn, but only IOO were in servi< e j 
early Monday. 
As the day progressed there were 
several outbreaks. At Thirteenth and 
Main two cars were stopped by sev*. 
eral hundred men on their way to 
work. The two conductors wt re forced 
to return fares to passengers, reverse ; 
trolleys and take the cars back to (lie : 
barns. At Fourth and C streets strike 
sympathizers surrounded a ear and 
stoned the motorman and conductor, 
injuring the former. Edward Pierson. J 
seriously. The police were called and 
dispersed the crowd. 
At Fourth and 
Hil several cars were stopped and the 
airbrakes quickly put out of commis j 
aion. 
The crowd threw some stones 
through the windows of one or two ( 
cars here before the police arrived. 
There were numerous calls for the | 
police in widely separated sections of 
the city. 
Teamsters aided the strike 
sympathizers in blocking tracks in sev­ 
eral places. 
The entire police force 
was put on duty. 
A mob of several hundred persons :

Jerome Begins Real W ork of Prosecu 
tion b 
Rebuttal Testimony. 
New Yo- , March ll. — With the 
Thaw trial ei-tering on its eighth week, 
District Attorney Jerome began the 
real work of the prosecution by offer 
log testimony in rebuttal of defense 
built up by Thaw’s counsel. The state’s 
case in chief, which was concluded 
hours after the jury panel had been 
completed, consisted simply of testi­ 
mony of witnesses to the tragedy. 
The first witness called by Mr. Je­ 
rome was Frederick W. Longfellow, 
one of the Thaw family attorneys, who 
was called by the defense some time 
ago to identify certain letters which 
Harry K. Thaw wrote to him in 1903 
Mr. Jerome wanted him to identify a 
letter handed him by Evelyn Thaw on 
his arrival from Europe late in 1903. 
Mr. Longfellow met Mrs. Thaw at the 
ship, which was docked Oct. 24. Mrs. 
Thaw on the witness stand said she 
could not fix the date or name of the 
steamer. 
Mr. Longfellow said he act­ 
ed as Thaw's attorney for some years 
prior to June 25, 1906. 
“Did you represent this defendant 
In the suit of Ethel Thomas against 
Harry K. Thaw?’* asked Mr. Jerome. 
Mr. Delmas objected,

‘ My firm handled the case,” said
